ANNUAL MEETING 

The afternon procedings were be¬ 
gan by the president, Norman Strac- 
haan, who acting as president, re- 
the judges to address the meeting. 

Address by H. W. Scott 

Mr H. W. Setft, agricultural dir— 
eeter. Sedgewick. was the first to be 
Called upon. His task of speaking 
was greatly increased by Mr .Tames 
Semple's*prize Plymouth Rock roost¬ 
er. who applauded nearly every sen¬ 
tence, and certain every good point 
made, by “fowl'’ language of most 
empathic kind. The other birds also 
joined in the chorus to vindicate their 
most intelligent appreciation of Mr 
Scott’s rbmarks. With these handi¬ 
caps to contend with the speaker, as 
did Mr Bailey, who followed, made 
a remarkably interesting address. 

He expressed his pleasure at hav¬ 
ing the privilege to speak at Chauvin 
twice within a period of twelve 
months. The exhibits at this fair 
were very good, though in several 
closes he regretted that only one ex¬ 
hibit was shown. This district in 
common with others in Alberta had a 
. vtry good sample of wheat, but, un— 
forunately the oats were not quite as 
good. 

Grain Worth Showing At Provincial 
Seed Fair 

He had been asked if any of the 
local exhibits of seed grain would be 


suitable for showing at the provincial 
seed fair, and whether they had any 
chance of winning prizes. He would 
reply that he certainly advised that 
these exhibits should be sent up for 
the stood a very fair chance of win¬ 
ning prizes. At the same time he 
advocated a more careful cleaning, 
and especially of the Ruby wheat. 
Referring to the White Potatoes, for 
which he had awarded a prize, he 
wished it to be distinctly understood 
that those exhibited did not form the 
most desirable sptcimens, being too 
large. The ideal type was smaller 
and smoother. 

Financial Depression General 

Making reference to the world—wide 
financial depression now existing, he 
instanced how that two years past a 
bushel of wheat would purchase five 
gallons of gasoline, but now a bushel 
of wheat would only purchase one 
gallon of gasoline, whilst it required 
more than two bushels of oats to ob¬ 
tain a gallon of gasoline.. Farmers, 
To said, would have tq liv, va^i*- aciVj 
more upon the produce of the farms. 
To illustrate this point he related an 
experience he had had recently. He 
Was at a bank, and a man camfe in 
to borrow $100. The bank manager 
declined his request. Shortly after 
another man came to borrow money. 
This man,wanted $800, and got it im¬ 
mediately. The bank manager, ex¬ 
plaining this to the speaker, said that 
up to that morning the first applicant 
had been regarded a good for an ad¬ 
vance. That morning, however, the 
manager had seen the applicant buy- 
a quantity of canned goods, regard¬ 
less of economy, indicating that he 
had little idea of the value of money. 
Thus had the m!an lost his rating at 
the bank. 

Must Raise Quality Products 

He referred to the recent confer¬ 
ence at Ottawa of the Dominion and 
provincial governments and the hog 
raisers asociations, called in order to 
seek an impoovement of the present 
state of the bacon. The packers had 
agreed to government grading and to 
pay a ten per cent premium for cer¬ 
tain standards. At present only one 
pig in eight of those going to market 
was suitable for the best bacon trade!.' 
Yorkshires, Tamworths, and the 
long Berkshires were the best type 
of hogs to get the top of the market. 

He instanced the discrimination 
shown by the English consumer in 
buying his bacon, and very strongly 
emphasized that the farmer must, at 
this time particularly, raise only the 
best—that which would fetch a pre¬ 
mium because it was desired and was 
therefore saleable at the top market 
price. 

His speech received very hearty ap¬ 
plause from all present, (including, 
of course, the poultry.) 

Address by S. F. Bailey 

Mr S'. F Bailey, of Calgary, was 
the next to take the platform at the 
requtst of the chairman. Mr. Bailey 
had acted as judge of the poultry. 
He has a wonderful way of handling 
birds, a gentle sort of soothing touch 
which seems to make the most un¬ 
happy bird feel happy, and the wild¬ 


est bird at. peace with iiim. The way 
in which he sat a bird down and step¬ 
ped back a pace to note the general 
contour of the bird was so satisfying 
to the bird that they* stood still and 
viewed hini with th$ love-light in 
their eyes—such was, the magnetic 
touch, The birds remembered him, 
for as he went to the platform they 
redoubled their nois£; and required 
the combined efforts *of Lt—Col Rod- 
den and Mr Scott t^jj^gduce them to 
something like orddrl 

. American Standard 'of Perfection 
Favored by S. F. Bailey 

Mr S. F. Bailey, in his remarks, 
said we hear much about the Haughen 
test these days.

On Feb. 26th , a Seed Fair and 
Poultry show were held. This is the 
first time the society has had a seed 
fair and poultry show combined.

Grass Crop Exceeds 

Wheat. In Value 


Canada’s grass crop is of greater 
value than the wheat crop, Professor 
V. W. Jackson, of the Agricultural 
college, declared at a meeting of the 
Manitoba branch of the Canadian So¬ 
ciety of Technical Agriculturists, re¬ 
cently. 

This arose, he pointed out, from 
the very great importance of grass 
and the comparative unimportance of 
wheat in eastern /afming. In addi¬ 
tion to this, the professor asserted, 
that the grass values in the western 
provinces were much greater than 
most people believed. On the prairies 
cultivated grasses enter into the hay 
crop commercially handled only to a 
negligible extent, but the natural 
meadows of Manitoba give a tremen¬ 
dously large annual hay crop, and 
year by year the native hay lands 
were increasing in value as they be¬ 
came leyelled, better drained, and 
freer of objectionable growth.

Last year 
the figures published in the Chauvin Chronicle were copied by a large num¬ 
ber of publications throughout Canada, and we are anxious to again call the 
attention of the whole public to this phase of the question. 

The following article was handed in to us by a local farmer, who a.t the 
same requested us to publish it. The article was written in the States at the 
time the Wheat Board was in operation. 

Their-e is hardly a form of human fond that is produced so 
so eoowouifcaliliy, processed so cheapty amid with so little wasitte— 
manuf'alctuined by wholesale 1 or at home, as the houisholdeT may choose 
—and put upon tire consumers’ table with, so little 1 loss or extra 
profit ias a riel wheia'ti and! its products. Hats off to wheat, the greatest 
food of man, whether salvage or civilized. 

To produce a, bushel of wheat requineisi in genera! terms about 
a fifteenth of an acne of land, an hour’s work of the farmer, and 
two hours’s. work of a horse—not to m-emitiiOB imvesltim'ent in machinery 
It is a. general rule the country over that two, horse hours are equal 
in value to one man hour; so this mam. and his team devote the 
equivalent of two man rours to the' production of a bushel of wheat. 

Besides this, and in general, one-tenth of la bushel wtas sown, for 
seed the year before, east to the winds purely on faith; and'at least - 
another tenth goes for twine, machinery and threshing. The bushel 
of wheat will remove- from the soil nearly one and a, h'-a-lf pounds of 
nitrogen,, which would e-ost, if bought, in the open market, not less 
than twenty-five Ho- thirty cents; while as- much more is likely to- be 
lost by drainage and wash, because nitrogen- compounds are exceed¬ 
ing soluble. It- will also remove a. quarter of a- pound of phosphorus, 
which will c'o-st at leaslt s-i-x cents to- replace-, a-nd- an -equal 1 amount of 
potassium, which will cost about half as much more. 

Suppose for the -sake of computation, w-e- account the farmer as 
entitled t-o the plumber’s wage o’f seventy-five- cents* aii hour,— 
wajijYiing the, dollar rate 1 under contemplation—and agree that his 
three hundred dollar team srall be reckoned -at the rate of the 
plumber’s helper. We shall ignore the value ofniltr-ogen, be-calnse- by 
good farmin-g'it can be gotten gratis out of -the atmosphere, and w-e 
shall have need- of all possible savings. But we shall be obliged to 
in-clde the phosphorus and the potassim, because they are sold out 
of stock a-nld once- for all, just as truly as are groceries, from the 
merchant's stock, wi-tr no way -of restoration except by purchase 1 . 

Though conditions vary greatly and no single figure can 
represent the cost of production, yet in. general the account against 
the, bushel of wheat will stand substantially ,a-s follows: 

One hour of farmer’s labor, plumber’s rate ..$0.75 

One hour of team’s labor, helper’s rate.......30 

One tenth bushel—seed ........22 

One teeth bushel—twine, machinery, trreishing ...22 

Interest on ten dollars’ worth -of land ....60 

Taxes, on ten dollars ’ worth of land . k .10 

Fertilizer 

Okie and a half pounds of nitrogen ..........,.00 

Owe quarter pound phosphorus .......06 

One quarter pound potassium ....02

It may be objected that good farming will produce more than 
the yields herein indicated—and that, is true, especially in the good 
seasons; but we- are talking now about all kinds- of farming in- all 
kinds of seasons; in otrer words, the average, such as- we must de¬ 
pend 1 upon for wholesale results. 

Taking the country as an whole, good, bad, and indifferent, 
one year with another, it will require a. plot of land fifty feet square 
to produce a bushel of wheat. This means that when the farmer is 
growing wheat at seventy cents a b.ushel, he- will plow, harrow, and 
seed( and harvest a, piece of ground six feie-t square for one dent of 
gross income; and at two twenty six the entire proceeds of those 
thirty-six square feet would buy ,a. silngfe- three cent postage stamp. 

Verily farming is a highly remunerative business, and the farm¬ 
er is in dauger of becoming a profiteer!
